Criminal Carelessness Leads to a 
_ Terrible Disaster. 


_ Biz Workmen Killed on a Railway Con- 
struction Train. 


FIFTEEN OTHERS SUSTAIN VERY SERI- 
; OUS INJURIES. 


Bomebody Blundered by Leavinga Switch 
Open—The Hapless Victims Crushed in 
@ Mats of Wreckage—Story of the Sink- 
ing of the Ajax—Life Lost by a Gaso- 
line Explosion—Casualty’s Record. 


OCosHocrTon, O., Aug. 16.—The Toledo, W@ql- 
honding Valley & Ohio Railway, a branch of 
the Pennsylvania system, now in course of 
construction experienced its first horrible 
mishap last evening, six miles north of here, 
ata point known as Richeson’s Gravel Pit. 
Six human beings were crushed to death and 
Hfteen others terribly injured.

White has been engaged in hauling gravel 
from the pit. The killed and injured were 
engaged in ballasting the roadway ata point’ 
three miles north ofthe pit. After the last 
train had been unloaded the men boarded 
the cars, which were being pushed ahead of 
the engine, tocometotheir boarding camp 
a few hundred yards south of the gravel pit. 
The train was running ata hazardous speed, 
and when it arrived at the gravel pit, which 
wasto be passed without stopping, the 
switch was open and the train entered the 
siding and collided with some empty cars 
standing on the pit. The greater number of 
the workmen were seated on the firstand 
second cars, and when the long train turned 
in upon the spur had noopportunity to Jump. 
Ten of the cars were piled in a mass of debris 
and beneath this the poor mortals were 
crushed. It required two hours to extricate 
some of the dead and injured. The men were 
in the employ of McArthur Bros., contrac- 
tors, and when Supt. Wells was asked for the 
cause of the accident he said somebody leit 
the switch open. 

The campto which the dead and injured 
were brought last night presents the scene 
ofa battiefeld. Under one tent the six dead 
bodies taken from the wreck are lying side by 
side and from the adjoining tents the moans 
ofthe wounded and dying could be heard. 
Rev. Father McQuett of this city was sum- 
mofied and he administered the last sacra- 
ment of the Catholic Church to Frank Hughes 
and Patrick O’Brien, who are ina dying con- 
dition. All the physicians of the city and 
neighboring villages are upon the ground 
and rendering aid tothe sufferers. The Cor- 
oner began an inquest to-day to ascertain 
the cause by which the unfortunates came to 
their death.

CAUSES THAT LED TO THE SINKING OF THE 
AJAX. 


Lonpon, Aug. 16.—The Captain of the 
steamer Runeborg, which sank the pleasure 
steamer Ajax, off Helsinzfors, early last 
Monday morning, says that he ran his vessel 
on the wrong side of the Ajax in order to 
avoid shallow water. He pleads that he had 
no option to do otherwise, because the 
Ajax did not ailow his vessel sufficient 
room. Although the Ajax was licensed to 
carry only seventy-five persons, she had 110 
passengers aboard. The number of lives lost 
was nearer elghty than forty. The rush of 
steam, the ight from the moon as well as 
from the vessel’s furnace and the lanterns,the 
hundreds of heads and arms in the water 
struggling to catch hold of anything that 
could be found, the fightof many to throw 
off those ciinging around them, the shrieks 
of the women and children, all combined to 
make a scene that Dore w@uld have failed to 

int. Divers report that many of the un- 
pappy victims are now lying ina mass in the 
saloon of the Ajax, their bodies and faves dis- 
‘figured and distorted to an extent dreadful 
to behold, making it extremely difficult to 
handle them.

THE STATE’S CASE. 


How the Prosecution Expects to Convict 
Lizzie Borden. 


FaLy River, Mass., Aug. 15,—The only subject 
discussed in Fall River is that relating tothe 
prospects for securing a preliminary hearing 
for Miss Ligzie Borden next Monday. There 
is a very general opinion among lawyers and 
citizens that Jud ge Blaisdeil should not pre- 
side over the preliminary examination on 
Monday next, because, having heard the 
State’s side of the case that was presented 
in its fullest and strongest light, he must be 
prejudiced in forming his opinion; in fact, 
consenting to a warrant, he has already 
made his opinion public. 

At a hearing before a justice who is ignore 
ant of allthe real facts more would have to 
be exposed to warrant her holding, than ata 
hearing before a justice who is already fully 
informed astothe State’s case. The object 
of the State should be the conviction of the 
guilty party, rather than the establishment 
that it has not been in error thus far. 

Marshall Hilliard’s statement concerning 
the published opinions of the various news- 
papers of the country has given rise to much 
speculation astothe character of the evi- 
dence that the prosecution can submit at the 
trial. It will be of a positive nature and wiil 
be based on statements made by Bridget 
Sullivan, relating partially to Miss Lizzie’s 
manner befoie and afterthe crime, her in- 
structions to wash windows in remote parts 
of the house, also her conduct towards her 
step-mother the past six months. 

Miss Emma, who wentto Tauntonto visit 
her sister as usual, found her inanun- 
changed mind. ‘The preliminary trial is not 
now regarded as of special importance in 
fixing the responsibility forthe crime, ex- 
cept that it gives the defense an opportunity 
to measure the strength ofthe State’s case. 
Itis anevenchance that the verdict will 
be probably guilty. Ifthe verdict should be 
probably not gulity, the State could still in- 
sist on placing the case before the Grand. 
jury and demanding an indictment over a 
discharge ordered by a lower court. 

The Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
and the Young Woman’s Union held a special 
meeting last nightand passed the following 
resolutions: 

Weoffer profound sympathy to Miss Lizzie A. 
Borden inthe sad and painful bereavement which 
has befallen her by the recent tragic death of her 

arents. We would alse declare our unshaken faith 
in herasafellow worker and sister, tenderly be- 
loved, and would assure her of our constant earnest 
prayers thatshemay be supported under the un- 

recedented trials and sorrows tow resting upon 
er. 

Miss Borden is treasurer of the Young 
Woman’s Union, and has been prominent in 
union work. 

Much stressis placed by those who think 
Lizzie Borden gullty on the fact of an appar- 
ent untruth in her statement that at the time 
of tne murder she had gone to the hayloft t 
get lead to use for sinkers on a fishing line. 
On this point the remarks of Charles H. Bry- 
ant, who was engaged as an expert mason to 
break open chimneysinthe Borden house in 
search of concealed weapons, are important 

**Betore saying anything about what I saw 
in the Borden house,’’ he began, ‘*‘l want to 
callattention toa point that seems not to 
have reached the inguest. 

**John Donnelly, the hackman, was among 
the firsttoenterthe barn, and walked all 
over theloft. Then up goes Officer Medley 
and takes a walk around and goes before the 
Coroner with the highly important informa- 
tion that he examined the dust-covered floor 
of the barn very carefully and could find no 
tracks, although he said he could easily dis- 
tinguish his own, 

‘*Now, if he could distinguish his own so 
easily, why cidn’the find John Donnelly’s, 
and if he couldn’t find John Donnelly’s heavy 
prints, how could he expect to find Lizzie 
Borden’s? The air is full of theories. l1’d 
like to hear a few people explain that, ’’ 

Then inreferenceto his own explorations 
he said: 

‘*T was engaged as an expert and carried 
out the instructions of the authorities, I do 
not know Lizzie or Emma Borden, one from 
the other, but both were in the house and 
gave me every assistance. Indeed, if any- 
thing, [thought tney were overanxious that 
I should make a complete examination. 

**So faras the chimneys were cencerned I 
saw ata glance that it was useless to tear 
them open, for I could see through every flue 
in the house, and told them so, put still the 
District Attorney told me to go ahead, and I 
dug into them. 

‘*Tnat finished, I asked Miss Borden If there 
were any flues inthe garret, such as might 
have been putin fora stove at some time, 
and she said sie did not know, but I had bet- 
ter look. I madea careful examination, but 
found nothing. 

‘‘Then we made inguiries about an alleged 
cistern said to bein the cellar, and the girls 
said there had been at some time, but It was 
an old wooden affair, which had doubtless 
been filledup. Atany rate, she not seen it 
foralongtime. Theytold us what partof 
the celiar it had been in, and we pried round 
there for some time with a crowbar and 
found nothing.’’ 

‘*During the whole time the girls, asI say, 
were at our service and expressed every will- 
ingness to show us through the house, giving 
us the keys to all the rooms,’’ 

‘*l was in every room of the house except 
the front entry, and observed things closely 
all the while.’’ 

The friends of Miss Borden still assert that 
she has not been givenafair chance; that 
for over a week she was kept powerless un- 
der a continual pumping process, apd when 
the officials found they could get no more out 
of her they put her under arrest. 

While many think that, underthe peculiar 
circumstances surrounding Miss borden’s 
connection with the tragedy, the police were 
warranted in placing her in confinement, 
they maintain that there wasarightanda 
wrong way to doit, and that the wrong way 
was followed. 


ONE THEORY EXPLODED. 

New YorkK, Aug. 16.—A morning paper 
says: ‘*lhe police, detectives, amateur de- 
tectives and various official sleuth hounds 
of justice are trying to discover a clew to 
the murderer of the Borden coupleat Fall 
River by making it appear that the murdered 
man was on board the vessel Jefferson 
Borden in 1875, when a mutiny occurred, and 
afterward rendered testimony which sent 
the mutineers to prison, and that the re- 
leased convicts killed him for revenge. This 
could not be so, andtheclew might as well 
be dropped at once. Andrew J. Borden was 
not on board when the mutiny occurred, 
could know nothing about it and did not give 
any testimony at the trial of the mutineers. 

The paper publishes a story of the tragedy, 
in which every person on the vessel is ac- 
counted for.

GUNS LOADED. 


State Troops in Control of the Sit- 
uation at Buffalo. 


No Blank Cartridges in the Ammutni- 
" tion Served Out. 


CAR-BURNERS OVERAWED BY A SHOW 
OF FORCE, 


Reinforcements Hurried to the Front— 
Seventy-five Non-Union Men Sent Into 
the Yards Under Strong Guard—Chi- 
cago Switchmen Affected and Ready 
to Strike at the Word-—The Railroad 
Yards Under Martial Law. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 16.—There were no 
sensational developments in the switchmen’s 
strike during the night and the situation has 
improved. With the two excellent regiments 
on guard in the field and the police reinforced 
by 200 specials, the feeling is much more 
reassuring yesterday. The calling out of the 
militia by the sheriff is generally commended 
especially as his deputies proved practically 
worthiess and many of them deserted at the 
first show of opposition. The police claim 
to be able to handle the strike inside the city 
limits, but in tme town of Cheektowaga, 
where the militia was sent, the situation is 
different. 

During the progress of the military prepa- 
rations Gen. Doyle said: ‘‘You can say the 
National Guard ts never ordered out at mid- 
night to put down a riot with blank car- 
tridges. Every man that leaves this arsenal 
to-night will carry eight rounds of Dall 
cartridges and will be prepared to shoot. If 
there is any necessity for shooting, you may 
depend upon it there will be hot work. This 
regiment hasa fine record at rifle practice, 
and was neverin better condition for duty 
thau to-night. I’m goingthrough with the 
First Battalion, and I’m going clear through 
the lines if the strikers have set up any lines. 
We are not going out for fun.’’ 

MILITIA ARRIVE. 

Col. Welch arrived at Williams street sta- 
tion outside the city line about 1 ©’clock, 
His special object, apart from keeping the 
peace ina general way, was to protect the 
trestie near by, about which there was con- 
siderable uneasiness. It was loaded with 
coal, and from remarks dropped durip «the 
night, it was believed that an attempt would 
be made to se fire to it. 

The first battalion of the Sixty-fifth was 
followed by the first battalion of the Seventy - 
fourth, under Col. Fox. They arrived at 
William street at 2:55 o’clock and took up 
headquarters near the Sixty-fifth. Camp 
fires were lit and the men camped for the 
night. .Otber detachments of the two regi- 
ments followed later on. The soldiers will 
not be used for patrol duty, but will be to put 
down disturbances. 

Capt. Hail of the Forty-eighth Company, 


National Guard, at Oswego, received orders 
this morning to hold his company in readiness 
for service at Buffalo. 

The Forty-first separate company, National 
Guard, at Syracuse, is under orders to be 
ready ata moment’s notice to go to Buffalo. 
Sixty men reported. 

Capt. Kirby of the Second separate com- 
pany, Wheeler Rifles, at Auburn, has received 
orders to hold his company in readiness to go 
to the scene of the switchmen’s strike. 

NON-UNION MEN ARRIVING. 

It was reported that seventy-five non- 
union switchmen who had been picked up 
nlong the Reading Line would arrive in the 
city onthe 9:20 train on the Lehigh Valley 
last night, and it was feared that troubie 
migiitresult. But the train pulled into the 
Michigan street Station without being 
molested. The men were taken to the 
United states Hotel. Theclerk of the hotel 
stated that only twenty-five men were in the 
party. Itis claimed, however. that seventy- 
two men arrived on one train and that 
the remainder were quartered at other 
hotels. 

Acommittes from the Switchmen’s Asso- 
ciation called upon them and asked that they 
go home. It wasreported atthe meeting of 
the association lastevening that the men had 
agreed to go home provided the union would 
pay their expenses. This was taken up at 
the meeting and discussed. At the conclu- 
sion of the session one of the strikers said: 
‘*‘The men are going home.’’ As none of 
the:in could be found at the hotel it is sup- 
posed that the union has sent them out of 
town. 

Shortly after dark last night fire broke out 
inan empty box car opposite the Lucka- 
wanna brick hotel. It was believed to have 
been of incendiary origin. The batallion 
Chief Pelsing and his men put out the fire, 
contining ittothe car in which it started. 
After the flames were quenched an engine 
came alongside and put up the hose, to the 
great amusement of some of the strikers or 
sympathizers who had gathered in the vicin- 
ity. After this incident there was quiet until 
the arrival of the military. A few trains 

passed through, but no attempt was made to 
molest them, though the Strikers were @mat.- 
tered over the yards and were seen here and 
there, and evidently watching events and 
doing picket work. Every now or again tor- 
pedoes were exploded, indicating thatthe 
strikers had a code of signals for the purpose 
of conveying information to each other. 
ASKING PROTECTION. 

Attorney Daniel H. McMillan and several 
officials of the New York Central called on 
Sheriff Beek about 11 o’clock this morning 
and asked for protection for theroad, A\l- 
though their men had not struck the com- 
pany had received intimation that they 
might do so and trouble was feared. 

There were no indications of a strike on the 
Central. It is known, however, that a com- 
mittee of switchmen were sent to 
Snpt. Burrows of the Central yesterday 
for a conference. Mr. Burrows was 
out along the road and the statement of 
the men was telegraphed to him. A reply 
was received, but it gave the men no salis- 
faction, 

THE CENTRAL ANXIOUS. 

Third Vice-President H. Walter Webb of 
the New York Central is in the city to-day, 
called here on the gravity of the situation 
and the possibility of the Central being af- 
fected. Hehas been in close vonsultation 
with the attorneys of the road and its offi- 
cials, and while acknowledging the serious 
nature of the strike, is confident that with 
proper military protection all will come out 

In conversation with a reporter Mr. 

: **The strike has not extended to 

our road,and we are not aware that any of 
our men are anxious to jointhe strike. The 
only dangerthat we have felt was that our 
men might be driven from their posts by the 
strikers on the other lines and so forced 
from their posts. I have consulted with 
our superintendents and foremen and 
that is the only way in their opinion in which 
the strike Is likely to affect ourroad. From 
what I learned I think*the switchmen would 
have been driven from their posts last night 
had it not been for the calling out of the mili- 
tary. There willdoubtless be a resumption 
of the attempt to-night and the military will 
have to be relied upon for protection. All we 
ask is protection irom violence and we shall 
have no trouble. Our men are ali right 
andthe only. trouble will come from their 
being forced by the mob of strikers from their 
duty. Iam pleased to hear that the National 
Guard at other points are in readiness to be 
thrown into Buffalo. Even if not brought 
here the mere, fact that the militia is held 
4 gay will have a quieting

take rations with them and werein con- 
sequence very hungry by the time noon 
arrived. Both regiments wore fatigue 
uniforms - with Overcoats thrown 
over their shoulders. The sun was extremely 
hot along the tracks and those on actual 
guard duty found it very fatiguing. . - 

The strikers are concentrated at Williams 
street and the regiments are being brought 
together near that point to move on them. 
A detachment has just been sent for 
to go to the Tiftt farm and 
have gone on a double quick? An engine and 
twocars are waiting in the Erte Station at 
Michigan street to take a car load of switch- 
mentothe yards to FO to work, It is ex- 
pected that there will be serious trouble 
when they arrive in the yards, Most of the 
men are Keading men brought here yester- 
day. The yards are under martial law. 

Very few trains are moving and neither the 
Erie or Lehigh Road appears to have men 
enough to Keep the tracks ciear of freight 
cars. The Seventy-fourth Regiment ts at the 
William street yards and the Sixty-fifth has 
gone half a mile further down the tracks. 
The brigade headquarters have been es- 
tablished on William street and from here 
Gen. Boyle directs the movements of the 
troops. Two car loads of out-of-town work- 
men arrived over the Lehigh tracks at noon 
and have been switched off somewhere be- 
tween the yards and thecity. Themen who 
were expected trom the Erie Station have 
also been switched off and are awaiting 
orders. 

INJURED BY TORPEDOES. 

Three of the soldiers of the Sixty-fifth regi- 
ment were slightly injured this morning by 
the explosion of torpedoes placed on the 
tracks by the strikers. There were inthe 
neighborhood of 200 torpedoes placed 
along the track. The soldiers were 
guarding the freight which was being 
moved. Itexploded the torpedoes and the 
splinters struck Sergt. Elers and two men in 
the legs. wr, Creg picked the pieces out and 
the men are on dauty again, It is reported 
that Reading special agents are recruiting 
men for Buffalo throughout the entire length 
of the road. Over 250 are Said to have already 
been secured. ; 

The Reading road has decided tocall upon 
allemployes ofthe Lehigh Valley division 
not already on strike a ask their inten- 
tions. If they appear to be wavering in their 
ee to the road a Change wil) at once re- 
sult. 


Grand Master Sweeney said that the situa- 
tion was now inthe handsof the Grievance 
Committee, but stated positively that no 
other roads would be ordered out right away. 
He said a conference would be heid during 
the day with the officials of the Buffalo, 
Rochester & Pittsburg. He was positive 
that that road might gO out ifthe demand of 
the men were not acceded to. Mr. Sweeney 
emphasized the statement that it was unfair 
to charge the acts of lawlessness to the 
switchmen, He sald the switchmen 
were willing to refer their grievances to 
three disinterested men. Acommittee of the 
union waited on the.officers of the Buffalo, 
kochester & Pittsburg Rallroad at noon and 
asked for the Chicagoscalé. After a short 
talk in which it was understood that 
the men were not to handle freight of 
any other line, the company agreed 
to pay the scale. A committee has been ap- 
pcinted to meet the Central officers this 
afternoon and ask for the increased scale. In 
View of the fact thatthe Central has asked 
for protection from the sheriff, it is thought 
they will refy@se to comply with the commit- 
tee’s request. Itis thought the strike of the 
switchmen onthe Central and West Shore 
will follow at once.

LIKELY TO SPREAD. 
ROCHESTER, N, Y., Aug. 16.—A special from 
Lyons says: **‘A great amount of perishable 
and time freight is arriving here from Buffalo 


and being transferred to the Fallbrook, 
run down to Corning and thence 
over the Erie to destination, One train 
of thirty cars of meat went through last 
night. There appears to be quite a number 
of switchmen whw belongtothe union here, 
but not enough to maxe,much of a break. 
Owing to action of the Fallbrook & Central 
Hudson in accepting fréight fromthe Lehigh 
and Erie, itis thoughtthat a general strike 
may be ordered on these lines, especially at 
this point, which is very |!mportant as regards 
transfers. Officials at Lyons think it probable 
that switchmen will be ordered out all along 
the Central and West shore in sympathy with 
Lehigh and Erie strikers. 

There is no change ‘nthe situation on the 
railroads at Binghampton. The switchmen 
say they have no grievances and that there 
will be no strike ther>. The Erie yard there 
presents a deserted appearancé, the tie-up 
at Buffalo having abeut paralyzed tne freight 
traffic. A special ffom Susquehanna, Pa., 
says the Susqueharna switchmen have no 
local grievance, as tieir pay was raised some 
months ago.

CHICAGO AFFECTED. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Aug. 16.--It was rumored 
late last night thatall the switchmen on the 
Erie line in Chicagc, which is the old Chica- 
go & Atiantic, had been ordered on a strike. 
A reporter whe called at the Dearborn 
street depot was bid that these switchmen 


only worked as far intoChicagoas Fifty- 
first street. On calling there the switch- 
men said: 

‘*The Erie road proper extends westward 
only to Marion,G this is an auxiliary to 
the system. Wesre waitingto hear the word 
from Grand Masta Sweeny. He is now in 
Buffalo.

Concerted Efforts to Drive All the Con- 
victs Out of the Mines-—Coal Creek in 
Imminent Danger—Gov. Buchanan Or- 
ders a Regiment of Militia to Proceed 
tothe Scene of the Disturbance—The 
Wires Were Cut, but Communication 
Has Been Restored. ; | 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 16.—A telegram 
from Briceville at 9 o’clock this morning 
states that an armed body of miners from the 
Coal Creek region attacked the prison stock- 
ades, near Oliver Springs, and, were 
repulsed by the guards, two of whom were 
wounded. The dispatch adds that a second 
attack was expected to follow. The wires 
were then cut between Coal Creek and the 
Springs, and it has been impossible to learn 
any details of the uprising. 

News came to this city early this mogning 
that during last night am armed mob had 
been formed at Coal Oreek, whose destina- 
tion was OliverSprings. There are about 150 
convicts there with only a handfulof guards 
to protect them, all the soldiers having been 
removed some time ago. 

The miners at Coal Creek did but little work 
yesterday, only ten cars ofcoal coming in, 
when the usual number is nearly one hun- 
dred. Maj. Chandler, commanding the mill- 
tia, received orders to hold his men under 
armsand sixty-five are ready to moveata 
moment’s notice. 

At noon a dispatch was received from Har: 
riman Junction, fifteen miles from the 
Springs, that the guards at the stockade 
were still holding out, although greatly out- 
numbered. The miners have the camp sur- 
rounded and will probably destroy the place 
with dynamite ifthe convicts are not given 
up. 

Wire communication between Harriman 
and Oliver Springs has been restored. The 
little city of Oliver Springs is four miles from 
the mining camp, from where all news comes 
by telephone, whichis just now a Very un- 
satisfactory means of communication, 

TO COAL CREEK NEXT. 

It is very evident thatthe attacks on the 
stockades, beginning at Tracy City Saturday 
morning, extending toInman yesterday and 
then to Oliver Springs to-day, is the result of 
a carefully arganged plan onthe part ofthe 
miners’ organization of East Tennessee to 
ride the State of convictlabor inthe mines. 
And it is also apparent that they have 
counted upon the inactivity of the county 
officers tuassist them in the consummation 
of this plan. 

Thatthe rebuilt stockades at Coal Creek 
and Briceville will be attacked next is almost 
acertainty. Asmall detachment of militia 
guards the latter places, but if the minersare 
determined to push the war this fact will not 
deter them tong in carrying out their object. 

While the militia are fewin numbers, they 
are well armed and have a howitzer and gat- 
ling gun. Their officers are brave men, ana 
when the test comes there will not be a repe- 
tition of the disgraceful surrender which 
marked the action of the State soldiery last 
June, when the stockades were destroyed 
without a blow having been struck in their 
defense. ; 

THE FORMER ATTACK. 

Oliver Springs lies about thirty miles west 
of Knoxville, in a spur of the Cumberland 
range known as Waldern’s Ridge. On Nov. 2 
of last year, following closely the burning of 
the prison stockades at Coal Creek and the 
release of convict miners there and at brice- 
ville, the prison pens in which the striped 
laborers at athe Springs were housed were 
burned to the ground and the prisoners 
turned loose among the mountains. ‘The 
mines at Oliver Sprin are operated by the 
Cumberiand Mining & Manufacturing Co. In 
the former attack there were about 200 
mounted men in the party. 

There were fifteen guards, well armed and 
behind good fortifications. The Cumberland 
company’s stockade, unlike the two stock- 
ades captured on the other side of the range, 
was on high ground overlooking all the other 
mountains except that against which it was 
bullt. An attack had been anticipated, but 
when the demand came to surrender the 
stockade was given up without a shot being 
fired. The convicts were furnished with citi- 
zens’ clothing, which they hurriedly ex- 
changed for their stripes and fled. 

At 2 p. m, @ Message was received from the 
superintendent of the mines at Oliver Springs 
that several of the miners were badly 
wounded in the attack this morning and 
it was thought that they would not attack 
again until reinforcements arrive from Coal 
Creek. 

Two companies of militia leave here at 3 p. 
m. to relleve the guards. The wires have been 
again cut. 


STATE TROUPS CALLED OUT. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Aug. 16,.--The riot 
signal from the big bell on the Court-house 


was sounded at noon to-day. The miners 
have attacked the third stockade in three 
days. This time it is Oliver Springs. The 
assailants marched tothe stockade and or- 
dered the convicts turned over to them. They 
were refused anda sharpencounter followed. 
The guards showed pluck and easily repulsed 
the miners, who fell back sullenly to prepare 
for a second attack.

TREATED.

that a body of the coal miners employed there 
became indignant at the mine officials be- 
cause of the dismissal of one of their number 
who was a unionist.

The mine officials 
have appealed to the authorities for protec- 
tion and asked that troops aud gendarmes be 
dispatched to Carmaux to quell the dis- 
turbance. 


POPE LEO XIIL INTERVIEWED. 


The Church’s Mission One of Mercy and 
Not of Persecution. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—An interview with 
Pope Leo XIII. by the well-known Parisian 
Jjady journalist, ‘‘Severine,’’ is published 
this morning by the Figaro. The object of 
the interview wasto obtain from the Pope 
some expression of opinion with regard to 
the prominence into which the £emitic ques- 
tion has recently been brought; or, to adopt 
the diplomatic language of the F:garo’s corre- 
spondent, to find out not what Leo All, 


disapproved of, but what he did not ap ve 
of. Aftera kind welcome from his Holiness, 
Mne. Severine spoke of Jesus Christ pardcn- 
ing his executioners, and asked if it were not 
a Christian’s duty to follow his example. 
The Fope replied that Christ had bied for 
‘‘every man, with no exception,’’ but chiefly 
for those not belleving in him, they having 
the greater need. He had left the church the 
mission of bringing them all back totruth, 
not by persecution, but by persuasion. All 
violence against persons was contrary to the 
will of God and contrary to God’s teachings. 
The words ‘‘war’’ and ‘‘religion’’ did not go 
together. 

‘*There remains, Holy Father, the war of 
races,’’ said the interviewer. 

‘*‘What races? Allarethe issue of Adam, 
whom God created. Whatdoes ft matter if 
individuals have a different color anda dis- 
similar aspect according to their environ- 
ments, since their souls are allthe same? If 
we sent out our missionaries to the infidels, 
to the heretics and tothe savages it is be- 
cause all human beings are—mark it weli— 
the creatures of God. There are those happy 
enough to have faith, and there are those to 
whomitisour duty to give it—that Is all. 
They are equal before the Lord, since their 
very existence is the work of his will.’’ 

The Pope then referred to the devotion of 
the Catholic priests towards the Israelites 
when the Ghetto existed at Rome, and 
added: ‘‘When the populace wished to mas- 
sacre the Jews they (the Jews) put them. 
selves under the protection ofthe Pope and 
he spreac his protecting influence over 
them. Ifthe church Is an indulgent mother, 
with arms ever open forthose who come to 
her or who return to her again, it does not 
follow that those of the impious who deny 
her shoulda be her preferredones. She has no 
anger against them; they are her grief, her 
sore; but she keeps her predilection for the 
faithful who console her and who are her 
fervent and pious sons. Thusif the church 
hasa mission to defend ¢he weak, she has 
also a missionto defend herself against all 
attempt at oppression, and now after so 
many onslaughts, the reign of money has 
come. They wish toconguer the church and 
ruie the people with money. But neither the 
church nor the people will allow them.’’ 

‘*Then, Holy Father, the great Jews?’’ put 
in the laterviewer. 

The Pope said: ‘‘lam forthe lesser ones, 
the humble, the dispossessed, those wiom 
our Lord loved.’”’ 

Leo XIII. would say no more on the Semit- 
ic question. Before this interesting inter- 
view came toa close the Pope expressed in 
unmistakable language his wish to avoid

About 90’clock Constable Gingher arrested 
Frank Tracy, a laborer at the mill, on @ 
charge of larceny preferred by a fellow non- 
unionist. Foffr non-union men were sub- . 
pcenaed as witnesses, The Aldermandecided 
to hold Tracy and ordered him taken to Pitts- 
burg jail. Theconstable took his prisoner 
out the back way. The four witnesses 
went out onto Eighth avenue tn charge of one 
or two Deputy sheriffs, and were at once 
surrounded by a howling mob. The non- 
unionists walked along maintaining silence. 
Orieg of ‘‘Lynch the scabs,’’ *‘Kill the black 
sheep,’’ ‘*‘Take them to the river,’’ were 
heard. A hundred yards up the street a 
dozen strikers ran to the front, picked up 
stones ahd hastened toward the four defense- 
less men. A bigfeliow at the head of the 
latter rémlized that things were growing se- 
rious, and said: 

**You cowards can go to ——. We are not 
going torun. Now, do your worst.’’ 

This play of nerve caused the mob to fall 
— a net distance, whereupon the four 
employes ofthe Carnegie com 
toward the mill again.

Trial of a Case Growing Out of John F. 
Wright’s Oratorical Effort. 


Wm, Zimmerman was tried before Judge

strikers,andtherow grew out of Wright’s 
recommendation to give up the strike 
and return to work. He reported at 
a meeting of the strikers in 
Schuler’s Hall that a number of union men 


were working in one of the mills and 
predicted that the strike would lose. 
At this some of the _ strikers calied 
him aé traitor, whereupon Wright de- 
nied the charge and claimed that 
he was conscientious in his. position 
and would stick toit. According to one of 
the witnesses this morning Wright closed his 
speech in this way: ‘‘As Dr. Martin Luther 
said 400 years ago lI say now, ‘Here lIstand. I 
cannot do otherwise. God help me. Amen,’ ’’ 
The witness was an old German and delivered 
the speech in amanner that causeda big 
laugh in the court-room. 

After Wright closed his speech at Schuler’s 
Hall the strikers jumped upand some of them 
shouted ‘*Put him out,the traitor, throw him 
out.’’ He was surrounded by a crowd of ex- 
cited men, and one of them hit him behind 
the ear and knocked himdown. Wright tes- 
tified to-day that the man who hit him was 
Zimmerman, but his witnesses were 
not certain he was the man, while 
Zimmerman had abouta score of witnesses 
present to swear that Zimmerman didn’t 
touch himand most of them were certain 
that nobody hurt him and that if he got hurt 
he ran against wimg og | or something in

WARNER’S QUOTATIONS. 


The Republican’s References to “Wet 
Sundri-s”’ Not at All Pleasing tu Mis- 
souri’s Executive—Seaalia Democrats 
Plann'ng a Big Reception for Gen.

Harvey W. Salmon, the Chairman of 
the State Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee. said this morning that the 
Governor had written the committee offer- 
ing his services and such of his time as would 
not interfere with his official duties. ‘‘Of 
course,’’ he said, ‘‘the committee apprecli. 
ates this tender and wiil gladly avail itself of 
the Governor’s services. What assignments 
are to given him will of course 
have to be arranged to suit his convenience. 
The Governor would certainly not permit the 
campaign to interfere with his official duties, 
and no Democratic committee would ever 
think of asking himto doit. When the Gov- 
ernor comes to the city we will meet him and 
consider matters and ascertain just what 
work will beassigned him.

RUMORS THAT HALL WILL NOT RE- 
CEIVE FAIR TREATMENT. 


If the Fight Is Private His Chances Are 
Slim—McCaffrey Takes ‘Corbett Up— 
Peffer to Leave the Louisville Club— 
Von der Ahe’s New Discovery Pitches 
a Good Game—Sporting News. 


Interest in the Sullivan-Corbett fight Is 
dwarfing all other sporting events, but an 
international contest of a great deal more 
than ordinary importance is the one between 
Jim Hall, lately of Sydney, N. 8. W., but now 
a Chicagoan, and Ted Pritchard, holder of 
the middlewelght and heavyweight cham- 
pionship of Engisnd, which, according to 
the schedule, will take place inor near Lon- 
don next Monday, The fight will probably take 
place in private as there is considerable doubt 
about the financial standing of the Boling- 
broke Club, whose directors offered a $5,000 
purse. 

Of all the Australian athletes who have 
come tu the land of Uncle Sam to seek fame 
and fortune, none has been better received 
by American sportsmen than this same Jim 
Hall. Although he has engaged inno finish 
contests since he left the colonies, Jim has 
taken the fancy of leading sporting men and 
his name has been placed in line with all the 


up-toppers of the ring. 

Nocleverer boxer of his weight has ever 
been seenin America, but Fitzsimmons is 
about on a par with Hall in this particular. In 
view of Fitz’s performances hereit Iisa fre- 
markabdle thing that the dapper Hall should 
have quite as stronga followingasthe man 
whose rival he was in Austrailia and this 
country. Many men whohad begunto take 
lots of stock in Hall wondered why he weat 
to England, ostensibly on a pleasure trip, 
when he could have fought Fitzsimmons here 
for a big purse. 

This mistake was not Hall’s. ‘*Parson’’ 
Davies insisted that Fitz should stick to his 
original agreement to fight in November. 
Fitz wouldn’t. Then Davies declined to allow 
Halltofight in September, and the latter 
Was guided by his manager’s rulings. But 
that isall pastand gone and Jim Hall has 
taken On what may prove a hard job, the re- 
ward for which in case he should complete 
it will be comparatively small. Haliis prac- 
tically an American citizen, but it will be 
three years before he can vote. 

So the battle is really betweenan adopted 
Americanand a native briton. Hence the 
sympathies of sportsmen who live under the 
Stars and Stripes are with Hall. Hall is 6 
feet 2 inches tall and willifight at 180 pounds. 
He has three inches the advantage over 
Pritchard in height,and besides hasa longer 
reach than the Englishman. 

Pritchard is 23 years old, a year younger 
than the tall fellow from the _ colonies. 
It is said of him that he will not be denied tn 
the ring, but thus far he has never been 
severely punished. fFitz’s conqueror may 
show him some new tricks.

Hall’s chances are not liked by English 
sportsmen, but with afair deal the clever 
Australiay may surprise them. Jack Harper 
and Jack Baldock will bein Pritchard’s ‘cor- 
ner, and if the fight is pulled off in private 
Hall will have nochanceif they can help it. 
John Lavery cabieda week ago to Warren 
Lewis, advising the breaking of of the 
match. Lavery’s brother, who returned 
from Engiana recently, says that from the 
betting the men onthe inside over there ap- 
pearto think that no matter how good Hall 
is he will have no chance for the money.

Ward, bBrouthers, Burns and Daly are a 
quartette of sluggers that would make an 
ordinary pitcher quail, but they could not 
knock the perennial smile eff Hawley’s 
visage yesterday. ‘here is but one thing to 
criticise in his work. He isstillatrifie ama- 
teurish in watching the bases, but experl- 
ence willremedy this. In the meanwhiie his 
extreme coolness at critical moments makes 
ampie amends.
